“So tar tis the m anag em ent of the cor­ 
porate business and the employ ment and 
discipline of the company ’s officials*are 
concerned those matters are com nitted 
l>y law to the wise di-cre'ion of the of­ 
fice's and directors in oflice when q ues 
tions reg arding the same may arise.
